Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-10, 12-13, 15-16, 18-25, and 30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious the combination of limitations recited 
in the independent claims. Specifically, the prior art did not teach or disclose a drive 
mechanism comprising an epicyclic gearbox in combination with the other limitations of 
the independent claims. The examiner is interpreting epicyclic gearbox with the 
definition provided by the applicant.
